THE NAVAL ANNUAL. 
IV. 

We now arrive at the most 


important portion of the Annual, that 
which deals with the war, and is 
written by no les an authority than 
Admiral Bridge, Fortunately there 
is no need for us to follow him 
through the long story leading to the 
outbrenxk of the war. Neither need 
we notice the vast array of detail with 
which his article is filled. Most of 
these things are already known to our 
readers, and those which-are not are 
of interest painly for their technical 
bearing rather than for their import- 
ance to the lay reader, He shows 
that though the account of the past 
years fighting is incomplete yet 
there is much that is instructive 
in it, and much that confirms the 
7 | teaching of the past. Incidentally 
he shows that there must be some- 
thing particularly in the naval 
administration of the Japanese who 
for an expenditure of two millions 
sterling per annum ean do better 
than the Russians with twelve mil- 
lions.

Had he done so, 
he would have hurled all his avail- 
able force at the Japanese, done 
what damage he could, and probably 
have gone to the bottom, but “a 
reinforcement from Europe would 
have been left virtually master of 
the situation.” 

One of the earliest lessons of the 
war was the unreliability of the 
torpedo, The damage done to the 
Russians on the celebrated opening 
night was done under ideal condi- 
tions, and should, according _ to 
expectations, ha’ been _ trebl: 
eff ctive, The Russian torpedo ora 
never discharged single torpedo 
during the whole of last year, though 
some of their cruisers did, ineffectu- 
ally. Admiral Bridge declares that in 
future torpedoes should be withdrawn 
from the armament of battleships 
and cruisers. Respecting submarines 
which both sides were credited with 
having bub apparently never used, 
not even at Tsushima, he says the 
adoption of the submarine is not 
a sign of progress but of retrogres- 
sion. He notices too that the ram 
was never used once throughout the 
war, and wonders how long that 
feature of warship design will con- 
tinue to exist. One of the reasons 
why the ram should go us well as the 
torpedo is the increased range at 
which the fighting of the future 
seems destined to be done. He 
then questions the value of the big 
cruiser. Is she a justifiable type? 
he asks, and the conclusion he comes 
to is that a trae conception of cruiser 
tactics indicates that a multiplicity 
rather than a small number of power- 
fal individual ships would be needed.

Tue letters from Mr. Webster 
and other missionaries in Manchuria 
which we have published from time 
to time, and the letter from Dr. 
Christie which we extracted a few 
days ago from the “China Medical 
Missionary Journal,” have given our 
readers some idea of the splendid 
relief work that has been done and 
is still being done at the seit of war, 
but otherwise the work has been 
done so quietly and unobtrusively 
that its extent and value have 
been hardly realised. ‘The Shanghai 
Branch of the International Red 
Cross Society was founded, in the 
words of the prospectus issued in 
March 1904, “for the purpose of 
enabling persons of all nationalities 
to jon in the relief of suffering oc- 
casioned by the war between Russia 
and Japsn under the rules of the! 
Geneva Convention. In particular! 
it is considered that endeavours 
should be made to succour such 
nun-combatants (whether neutral or 
belonging to one of the beiligerent 
uations) as by reasun of their prox- 
imity to the seat of war are in 
danger or distress.” That the claims 
of the Society have uot been more 
strenuously urged on foreigners in 
North China is due to the noble 
liberality of the Chinese, who have 
contributed to date no less a sum 
than four hundred thousand tuels/ 
to the funds of the Society. In the 
letter from the chnirman of the 
Society, Mr. F. Anderson, which we 
published last week, a short sketch 
was given of the good work that has 
been done in the past sixtesn 
months :— | 

“Over 100,000 refugees have been} 
sent to their native districts; the 
Chinese railway and steamer com- 
panies have co-operated generously | 
im the work, either granting free 
passages or accepting greatly reduc- 
Uafares, ‘The Chinese Bolegeaph Ad-! 
ministration send all telegrams free 
of charge. About 150 cases of hos- 
pital supplies, thousands of piculs of | 
grain, and last winter over 15,000 
suits of waded girments have been 
forwarded from here. Food and 
shelter have been provided for a 
constant stream of refugees, and for 
thousands of women aud children} 
who are utterly destitute. Branch 
societies engaged in active work 
have been established in Chefoo, 
Tientsin, Newchwang, and about a 
dozen other places in Manchuria, 
including Liavyang and Mukden,

In pussing, 
we may remark that, for x Power 
with so large a colonial cimpire, this 
is not the place that Franve should 
occupy, and he: recent determination 
to retrieve her posit on is evidence of 
her recognition of the fact. 

In cruiser power, British str ngth 
is first and the rest nowhere. But it 
ix necessary to look to the furure. 
There is no standing sill in naval 
matters, When all the ships now 
on the stocks arc complet d, that is to 
s-y,in ‘hree years’ tim, our strength 
will not be s» far ahead asi is a’ the 
moment.

From, Swatow come sugar 
and tobacco, while Canton sends out 
tea, silk, cassia, ginger, and various 
manufactures, porcelain, furniture, 
matting, fire crackers, fans, ete., etc, 
Wachou on the West River is the 
exporting centre of coal, copper, tin, 
antimony, silver, lead, and plumbago. 
The island of Hainan is extremely 
rich in agricultural products, pigs, 
and poultry, and has also vast mineral 
deposits, while fiom Méngtse and 
Téngyuch in the far south-west come 
tin and orpiment.

What Dr. Pott says is perfectly true: 
“Tt seems at present imposible to 
arouse China to a realisation of the 
havoc opium is working financially, 
physically, and morally.

OF 
course it is not very scientitically done, but 
it will bo a great improvement over drag- 
ging through mud, submerged a foot or 
twounder water. They do not understand 
making the roads higher in the middle 
than the sides and so they do not di 
well, Ifiud on enquiry that theso roads 
are often built by asociety called the “P; 
kung Hui” or “ Patching Merit Society. 
They do this work to lay up merit for 
themselves. Some of them come in 
large crowds for a hundred li and bring 
their own food. The local people furnish 
them fuel only.

The factitious excitement over the 
American Treaty, and the proposed boy- 
cott, has extended itself to this usually 
quict city. Yesterday a monster mass- 
ineoting was held in a theatre outside t 
Chang Mén, at which the merchants and 
people were exhorted to decline to buy 
any goods of American origin; and to- 
day placards are appearing all over the 
city, with the lists of American hongs in 
Shanghai, and of the “chops” of 
standard American goods, and a further 
exhortation to decline to buy these goods 
or to deal with these hongs.

When Parliament met after the

published. That some further inquiry into 
eo whole matter must be made was ob- 
vious ; indeod Mr. Arnold Foster had in 
his preface to tho report deprecated com- 
ment on the individual charges contained 
in the report. ou the ground that they 
wore sub judice. Technically they were 
not sub judice, for no proceelings have 
been inslitnted against anybody; indeed 
the Public Prosecutor advisos that thero 
is no ground for prosecuting anybody. 
They were only aub judice in the sense 
that an inguiry of a more or less judicial 
character was inevitable. Mr. Balfour 
seems, however, to have quite failed to 
realise the profound impression that the 
report would make upon Parliament and 
on the public. He first proposed an 
inquiry by a Select Committee of the 
House of Commons. This was strongly 
opposed by the Liberals and met with 
much disfavour from his own side, Thon 
—after a Cabinet Council, at which, it is 
presumed, he was over-ruled by his 
colleagues—be consented to the ap- 
pointment of a Royal Commission ; 
and finally ho agreed to make this 
‘& Statutory Commission—that is to say, 
a Royal Commission on which full 
judicial powers havo been conferred 
by a special Act of Parliament, the 
Opposition agreeing to facilitate the 
of the Kill.

Hygiene in Schools. 


An address delivered by M. Ernest 
Lavisse, of the Academy, head-master of 
the Ecole Normale, at the annual Scholas- 
tic Hygiene Congress, now ouly in ite 
second year, has drawn attention to the 
backward state of French schools in re- 
gerd to physical training. When M. 
Lavisse was a boy, baths in s school were 
unheard-of, and’ washing of any kind 
was more honoured in the breach than 
the observance. Considerable progress 
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system yot bears much 
too close an affinity to that of the mon- 
asteries from which it was derived. The 
health of French boys is still sacrificed to 
examinations, requiring such endless 
study in so many subjects that there is 
no time for physical development or 
hygienic practices. When M. Layisse 
entered upon his duties at the Ecole 
Normale, one of the most important 
educational establishments in France, -he 
found that the bedrooms were little 
cubicles possessing but half a window, 
and toilet apparatus of the most 
rudimentary kind. For one hundred 
students there were only three baths, 
and one shower-bath, relegated to 
the infirmary, as if it were inconceiv- 
able that they could be required by 
healthy persons. This tendency to 
regard water as a medicine for occasional 
external application is often noticeable 
in France, M. Lavisse and other re- 
formers will have hard work to counteract

The Lyceum Thoatre was packed from 
floor toceiling on Tuesday. with foreigners, 
and Chmese too, who were anxious to see 
the strongest man who has travelled East, 
and to learn as much as possible how to 
obtain health and an abnormal muscular 
system by one avurce of development.

General at Johannesburg, who is represent 
ed with his daughter, a young lady of eixht. 
We reproduce from the first. named pape 
the following account of Consul-General 
Lew's arrival at Ji burg : 

The Chinese Consul-General, Lew Yuk- 
lin arrived in Johannesburg on Sunday, 
Lath inst. at 5.15 p.m. by the Natal train. 
He was met on Park Station platform b; 
Messrs. A. Brakhan, F. Perry, G. Bald- 
w, (Chinese adviser to the Chamber of 
Mines), Captain Wolfe Murray, Mr. D. N. 
Farquharson (secretary of the Chamber of 
Mines Labour Importation Agency) and 
several others, ax well as about three 
hundred Cantonese residents of Jvhannes 
burg. His Excellency was loudly cheered 
on his arrival, and was then conducted to 
the residence, “Amerden,” 95, Welmaranse 
street, which had been prepared agait st his 
arrival. Here Mr. Lew held an infor: 
reception during the evening to several 
vallers, including many of hisown country 

en. ‘Lew Yuk-lin is accompanied by an 
ight-yrar-old daughter, aud by the follows 
ing staff, two of whom arrived on Saturday 
night: Inspect+r, Tong Sae-ku ; secretary, 
Lew Su-pung ; interpreter, Yung Su-wing: 
one writer, Mu; and three servants—there 
being ten persons in all on the Consular 
eatablishinent,

Poor Kang Yii-wei! Au exile from 
his own country, with a price on his head 
wore surely a hard enough lot to endure, 
but his visit to Zion City must havo 
eclipsed all his previous privation 
What worse fate can befall a man than to 
have his portrait circulated broadcast in- 
cheap coloured prints, clasping the hand 
of the First Apostle, and Leading Pro- 
phet of the pork-tabooing city? It io 
hardly surprising that no smile adorns 
is features. When a man claims so high: 
a position as Dowie one would have 
thought that an exiled official would 
seem very small fry to him, but, on 
the contrary, we find him lauding 
Kang Yii-wei with a fulsome flattery 
which must even have struck that 
personage, brought up ina country where 

lite phrases are the order of che day, 
Being & little overdone, A special meet 
ing was contened in Zion City ‘Tabernacle 
to weleome him on Wednesday, the 24th 
of May. The First Apostle preached a ser: 
mou on Kang Yu-wer's virtues, which was 
simply a string of pavegyrics, and the exile 
must lass blushed at the number «f virtues 
ascribed to him by his sycophautic friend. 










































Possibly be was surprised to find 
how many virtues he possessed. But 
not only does the (accorting to, Dowie) 
ex-president of the Tsunyli Yamén come 
in for hix share of praise. The illas- 
trious virtues of the Chinese Ewperor are 
expatiated on inn way that would make 
his ears tingle, and some interesting jot- 
tings of the inner history of the Chinese 
Court are thrown in. We learn that 
the Emperor was deposed for bastinadoin, 
the Empress's favourite eunuch, an 
that when she heard of it she went and 
slapped his, the Emperor's, face.

THE DEATH OF 
ADMIRAL YEH. 


The Chinese Empire to-day mourns 
the loss of the one man who was con- 
sidered capable of efficiently re-organis- 
ing the Chinese Navy; a mau who bad 
domoustrated by his undoubted ability’ 
the great advantages to be derived from 
a European training, a brave man of 

fights, @ patriot of whom his 
subordinate olficers speak with tears in 
thoir eyes. Tt was at noon on Saturday 
that Vice-Admiral Yeh Chu-kuei, Com- 
mander-in-Chiof of the Kuangtung, Nan- 
yaug, and Peiyang squadrons, ps 
Away, after a few days’ illnoss, at Kiang- 
nan Arsenal. 
‘At thirteon years of age Yoh Chu-kuei 
itored on his cadetahip at the Foochow 
‘aval School, under Mr. James Carroll 
of Greenwich, and for five years 
studied the rudiments of gunnery, naval 
ral construction of 
mott-of-war. During, this time he learned 
much, and with the prospect of a bright 
varoor_he was transferred to the training 
ship Kienwoi, then in charge of Captain, 
now Admiral Sir Richard Tracey,” RN. 
‘When twenty-one years of age t! 
Nimiral was sent 40 England to join the 
British Navy, and he was ordered to the 
Chanel Squadron, which was under the 
command of Sir Michael Seymour. Four 
yoars were spent in the British Navy, 
Years full of arduous work, and then’ 
Sub-Lieutenaut Yeh, as he then was, 
resigned and returned to his native 
country, where he was at once given the 
command of the Mosquito gunboat, 
Chenpei, built at the Elswick Works. He! 
was quickly posted to the third-class 
cruiser Chouyung, of the Peiyang Squa- 
dron, as Captain, and his next step was to 
take over the command of the second- 
class cruiser Chit , Which took part 
in the naval battle of the Yalu, 17th 
Septombor 1894, inthe China-Japan war. 
In this campaign the Chingyuen was 
‘most conspicuous in the fighting off Wei- 
haiwoi. On the 8th of February 1895. 
before dawn, the Chinese made an unsue- 
cossful torpedo attack on the Japanese, 






















































one of the shells strack the Chingyuen, 
Killing and wounding forty men, Ou’ the 
9th the Japanese made auother com- 
biued attack by land and ses ; the Ching- 
yuen having steamed out to shell the 
forts, Captain Naruta of the Japanese 
Navy succeeded in hitting her near the 
water-line with two shells and the Ching- 
yuen immediately sank. Captain Yel 
and some of his officers and men wi 
rescued and lived to fight again. At tha 
conclusion of the Chino-Japaneso W: 
Yeh Chu-kuei retarned to his na 
city (Foochow) and took a rest for about 
year. At the end of this time the 
Viceroy of Chibli appointed him Rear- 
Admiral of the new Peiyang tleet of 
eight vessels, and ducing the Boxer 
troubles his 'flag-ship was the Hai- 
yung, a 2od-class cruiser. In the fight at 
Taku the Haiyung was captured at tho 
Bar, and Admiral Yeh and his officers 
were carried off prisoners to Weihaiwei 
by the British fleot. After the trouble 
was over, Admiral Yeh came down to 
Kiangyin and resumed command of the 
Peiyang Squadron, About four yoars 
ago, Vicoroy Yuan Shih-k‘ 

‘deceased adviser on Military and 
Naval Affairs at Tiontaiu, a position he 
occupied for three years before being 
promoted Admiral of Kuangtung Pro- 
vines, After afew months Admiral Yeh 
came to Shanghai with the intention of 
reorganising the Nauyang Squadron, re- 
coi his instructions trom 
. In 1904 he took supreme 
command of the Kuangtung, Nan- 
yang and Peiyang Squadrons, and 
made his headquarters at the Kiaug- 
nan Arsenal, as he was also to reorgauise 
the dock there on = commercial basis. 
His work of bringing the Chinese 
fleet up to date then commenced, but he 
was hampered by lack of funds and 
support from the Central Government. 
Tt was felt by the offigers in the Chineso 
Navy that if that branch of the service 
was to become an effective one in the 
future, Admiral Yeh was the only man 
who could maki The late Admiral 



































devoted his whole time aud energy to a 
study of the problem, but as stated he 
had little support from those who should 
have 





yen every encouragment, and now 
dead, China begins to realise what 
Iuable man he was. 

Admiral Yeh Chu-kuei received the 
Manchu military decoration of “ Baturu” 
(FB oF “Brave”), @ distinction

@Honneur, and the Empress Dowager 
presented him with specimens of her 
caligraphy in the shape of two scrolls, 
bearing one ¢ acter “Fu” (Pro- 
sperity), and the other “Shou” (Longe- 
vity).

Taianfu, Sbt., 20th July. 
The Death of the Rev. A. G. Jones, 


The night of July 16 will be a 
memorable one in Taiaufu. The day had 











been very hot, the ground steaming from 
the effect of a heavy rain the previous 
day. pm. heavy banks of 





clouds to form all round the 
horizon, and low rumbling, growling 
thunder was heard in almost every direc- 
tion. A cloud which had hung all day 
about the sammit of the mountai 
idly downward, covering 
ly from view, and 
and d 

fell, however, till about nine p.an., 
when the storm burst iu all itsfury. For 
more than six hours it raged like myriads 
of demons. Crash after crash of thunder 
from the clouds which seemed to hang 
just about one's cars, mingled with the 
more distant rumbling, kept ups horrible 
and most indesctibable din; while the 
blaze of lightning from the clouds far 
and near showed the whole storm gyrating 
about the mountain ina way most fearful 
to behold. By daylight of the 17th the 
rain was reduced tos drizzle, but the 
clouds still elung heavy on the hill, and it 
could be seen that it was still raiuing 
smartly there. 

About suven a.m. a message came from 
Mr. Tedder, who is staying at a temple 
about half-way from the city to Hueima- 
ling, where Mr. Jones was, saying that 
the latter place had been washed away, 
and Mr. Jones could not be found. 
Ascertaining that news had been sent to 
all the foreigners in the city, the writer 
set ont at once for the scone of the 
catastrophe, almost every step of the way 
















































showing some new evidence of the 
violence of the storm. Some natives met 
on the way reported that the place had 
not been swept away, but was a total 
wreck, and that no doubt Mr. Jones was 
buried there in the ruins, This revived 
hope that tirere was a possible chance of 
rescue, and all speed possible was made 
through the water, which was rushing in a 
torrent down the stone steps of the 
mountain road. 

On arriving, it was found that Me. 
Tedder had been there some considerable 
time, and after great effort, had succeod- 
ed in getting a number of men, who col- 
lected from mountain huts here and there, 
to help him clear away the débris from 
over the place where Mr. Jones's bed was 
known tobe. The first thing that met 
the eye was Mr. Todder supporting th 
upper part of the body, while som 
men were making — rather ineffectual 
efforts to clear something off the lewor 
limbs, ‘This was discovered to be his cot 
bed, one end of which was jammed by 
some timbers of the wrecked building, 
He had evidently beon struck by tho 
falling debris while in a sitting pos- 
ture on the side of the cot. Whether 
{he had been startled into this position by 

some unusual noise, or was sitting up 
unable to sleep, there was no means of 
discoverin, soon as the cot could be 
wrenched he was removed aud 
every effort made to discover any sign of 
life. There was a rather severe wound at 
the base of the brain, -but otherwise no 
serious injury. No bones wero broken in 
any part of the body, but he had beou 
buried for so long « time in the inud that 
jot was forced upon us 
There was evidence 
too that the blow on the back of the 
head had at the least produced uncon 
sciousness. 

‘A rude stretcher was constructed, and a 
number of men wero prevailed on to bear 
the remains down ithe bill, After they 
ted a hasty survey was made of 
and its surroundings to dis- 
cover the causo of the catastrophe. It 
soon became evit it that the cause was 
alandslip, whieb, starting a lot of immeuse 
boulders, ca ith it the stone 
distance 
nd poured tl mass into 
quadrangle, of which the house in 
which Mr. Jones so unfortunately was, 
formed the west side, Fortunately, if 
anything about the terrible business 
may be so denominated, the wass only 
struck the building in which he was, 
knocking it down, but not falling square- 
ly on it.” If it bad done 60 the recovery 
of the body would havo boen rendered 
wollnigh, if not wholly impossible. 

A most remarkable circumstance is that 
‘ sorvant who was sleeping on the other 
side of a very thin wooden partition, his 
bed not four inches from Mr. Jones's cot, 
escaped with his life, aud indeed with no 
serious bruises, though he was buried to 
the armpits in’ tho inuddy débris, The 
cook tells a most theiliing story. Ho was 
in a small building on the svuth side of 
tho quadrangle, at the door of which thf 
avalauche came to a stop. The concus- 
sion of it threw him from his bed to the 
tioor, where he was almost buried in the 
rush of mud which went in at the door, 
As soon ashe could drag himself from 
this he stumbled wildly out into the 
débris, calling frantically for Mr. Jo: 
and the sorvant who was in the building 
with him. The lightning flashes revealed 
to his horrified gaze a ragged mass of 
ish where the house had been. 
Finally he heard a faint reply from his 
follow-servant, but half crazed with horror 
and fright, and blinded by the lightning, 
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he was unable to find him. He managed 
to creep away toa little hut at one side, 
which had escaped tho avalanche, where 
he found the oll priest of the temple 
more dead than alive, and the two sat 
there shivering miserably till daylight, 
‘Then with the help of a young fellow at 
tracted to the spotthey found and rescued 
the other servant. ‘The cook thinks 
it may have been about two o'clock when 
anche camo. 

impossible to give an impression 
10 of the terrible realities of the 
catastrophe, but it is hoped that this very 
imperfect recital of the details will be 
some melancholy satisfaction to the many 
friends who will sv sincerely mourn 
taking off 

The rnful duties in cour 
forwarding the remains to Ch‘ingchouta, 
have made it impossible to make any 
lurther examination of the surroundings, 
but it is not thought that further ex: 
amination will lead to any different 
couclusion as to the causes of the sad 
calamity. 

‘The people round about have sutfeced 
terribly too. Itis probably safe to say 
that Hundreds of lives were lost in the 
‘y near by the mountain. dust @ 
short way above where Mr. Jones was 
killed four people were buried in the 
ruins of their huts. From every diree- 
tion come wails of distress and woe. 

During tho afternoon of the 17th the 
clouds all lifted from the mountain aad 
rovoalo? it standing frook, teautirul, aud 
peaceful in all its grandenr, but the 
customary pleasure in looking on its 
Deauty was all effaced by the knowledge 
of the tragedies lying round its treach- 
orous feet.

This adjourned inquest was resumed 
at H. M. Police Court. 

Dr. R. J. Marshall deposed that on the 
25th of July he was called to the Dyeing 
Works, and arrived there at 9.20 a.m. 
He found a man lying dead on a bed 
au upstairs room, ~The body was on its 
back with the legs drawn up, hands 
clenched, and the arms crossed over 
tho breast. Tho head was turned 
to the left and on the right shéulder 
aud on the bed on the right side 
was a quantity of vomited matter of 
a greenish colour. There was a white 
froth on the mouth, and there was 
also a large quautity of fwees in the 
bed, showing that the bowels had moved 
freely shortly before death. The body 
was quite cold; the man had been dead 
for some hours, aud rigor mortis was well 
inarked. Later in the day witness held a 
post-mortem exatination at the Muni- 
cipal Mortuary. The body was that 
of a jeveloped man about middle 
age. ‘There were no marks of vivlence 
ou the body. ‘The hands wore tightly 
clenched, the fingers shrivelled, aud the 
eyes wore deeply sunk in the orbits. 
There was, to a lessoned extent, also 
sivivelling of the toes. With the excep: 
tion of tho stomach and the intestines 
the organs of the body were in a perfectly 
heal hy condition so far as he was ablo 
to judge. The blood was tluid, black, aud 
lignid in the veins. Tho lungs were

Witness instructed someone to 
get some strychuine or nitro-glycerine, 
and in the meantime gave the deceased s 
small amount of brandy. The person 
who had gone forthe strychnine returned 
with some atropine sulphate which wit- 
these was preparing to give deceased when 
‘his head dropped forward and he became 
black in the face Witness tried to 
cloar the man’s mouth from mucous 
and started —Silvester’s method of 
respiration. At the same time one 
of the members, at witness’ request, 
yave continuous hypodermic injecrtons of 
brandy over the region of the heart, that 
being the only stimuiant witness had at 
his diyposal. ‘This was kept up for avo t 
ten minures, when it was found that the 
patient was deal. Witness was unable to 
certify the cause of death ; he dal not get 
the liistory of the case nt all.

VIEW OF PASSING

From the correspondence printed 
in the July issue of the “Journal of 
the American Association,” we learn 
first that Viceroy Chou Fu is anxious 
to have a tramway constructed to 
facilitate traffic bewween the steamer 
landing at Hsixkuan and the business 
portion of the city of Nanking, a 
distance of some five miles, ‘he 
American Consul, Mr. Gracey, ac- 
cordingly asks ‘American manu- 
facturers for estimates to be submitted 
to the Viceroy. There is a neat 
letter from Professor Jenks thanking 
the Association for the honour done 
him in electing him an honorary 
member. ‘The correspondence regard- 
ing the conservancy of the Huangpu 
is satisfactory as far as it goes, en 
the 13th of Junuary, the Doyen of 
the Diplomatic Body writes that the 
negotiations with the Chinese Go- 
vernment had then come to a close 
“in a result, the terms of which have 
been agreed on, and only await the 
approval of the Governments congern- 
ed.” It is now Angust. Corres- 
pondence on the subject of the 
regulation of trade-marks follows, 
and it is learnt that the American Ai 
sociation endorses, with two am 
ments, the tentative regulations issu- 
ed by the Deutsche Vereinigung, and 
that the matter “has been referred 
to the Hon. W. W. Rockhill, the 
American Minister, for consideration 
and appropriate action.” To the same 
high authority has been referred the 
request that the American Squadron 
in these waters, and Chinese men-of- 
war, should do all in their power to 
free the China const from the 
undoubted danger of drifting mes, 
The action taken by over sixty 
British firms here’ in calling the 
attention of the Foreign e to 
the neglect by the Chinese of the 
provisions of the Mackay treaty, 
suggested to Mr. G. E. Tucker to ask 
the Committee of the Association 
whether the American treaty had 
not shared the fate of the Mackey 
treaty. The Chairman pointed out 
to Mr. Tucker that “when specific 
instances of the disregard of treaty 
obligations have arisen they have 








been treated promptly by this Com- 
mittee . . . and received the prompt 
support and attention of our Min- 
ister at Peking;” and on the same 
day the chairman wrote to the Acting 
American Consul-General, Mr. J. W. 
David-on, asking him to bring to the 
attention of Mr. Rockhill the fact 
that “the stipulations of the American 
treaty of 1903 between the United 
‘States and China have in general not 
been respected by the Chinese 
authorities.” The chairman went on 
to instance the impossible Mining 
Regulations proposed by the Chinese 
Government, the imposition of bur- 
densome and illegal Customs Fees, 
which had been subsequently re- 
mitted in consequence of, the protests 
received, and the danger of the de- 
preciation of the copper currency now 
being coined in unlimited quantities 
at the numerous provincial mints, in 
the face of China’s promise to provide 
for a uniform national coi ‘The 
chairman writes, in reference to these 
coins: “As their quantity increases 
and as they are of only token value, 
the point where the supply of these 
pieces will exceed the demand for the 
healthy circulation of currency in 
China’ may soon be reached. The 
result would be a depreciation of the 
copper currency. This would reduce 
the actual revenue of the provincial 
treasuries although the face value of 
the token coins offered by the 
people in payment of taxes would 
Temuin the sxme, As @ consequence, 
the Chinese Government would be 
compelled to raise taxes all ronnd 
which, as has but proved too true in 
the history of China, would incite to 
rebellion, possibly anarchy, and at- 
tendant ills.” Our correspondents in 
the.interior have already begun to 
show how the evils predicted have 
followed the uncontrolled circulation 
of token coins. 

Several columns are devoted to 
the very important correspondence 
anent the Chinese Immigration 
Treaty and the Boycott. It begins 
with a telegram sent to the American 
Asiatic Association, New York, on 
the 16th of May last, by the Associa- 
tion here, announcing the proposed 





boycott, and recommending Washing- | 


ton’s earnest consideration of the 
matter. On the 18ch of May, a letter 
was sent to Mr. Davidson her-, 
which he was requested to lay before 
Mr. Rockhill, quoting the telegram 


of the 16th, and pointing out that 
the Chinese discontent is not so 
much with the Exclusion Act itself, 
as with the fact that the execution 
of the Act is so “hedged round with 
restrictions and regulations as to 
cause the entry of persons of the 
exempt classes into the United States 
to be attended with vexation, humi- 
liation, and delay,” so that “ strong 
feeling is sure to be excited among 
the exempt classes of Chinese on the 
nugatory and baffling effect of the 
interpretation which the U. 3. Gov- 
ernment places upon its permission 
to them to enter.” After showing 
the importance of allowing the 
student class to enter the United 
States, the chairman of the 4 ssocia- 
tion goes on to say ;— 

Please permit me to suggest further 
that if the United States Governmont 
could transfer the whole systom of in-

‘The value of property stolen in the City 
uring the year 1904, according to Captain 
Nott-Bower, was £13,039, and the value 
recovered £4,303. During 1904 in Shang- 
bhai the total value of stolen and lost 
property was $230,177, and of this $169,084 
wad recovered, the actual value of atolen 
preperty in the Settlement, being $154,676, 
of which $105,266 wax recovered. “The 
iguros for the City of London for 1908 
were :—stolen property value £19,880, 
recovered £5,445. According to the 
Shanghai | police “report for 1903, the 
amount of stolen and lost property was 
$802,876, of which the remarkable amount: 
| of $253,332 was recovered, although only 
$144,286 worth was stolen in the Settle- 
ment. When one considers the difficulties 
that have to be enconotered in China by 
the police, and on the other hand, the 
supposed perfection of the machinery of 
the law in London, the local constabulary 
certainly gains by comparison with the

decent relations with all foreign countries. 
if instond of endeavouring to force the 
United States to relax their exclusive 
measures, the Chinese were to relax their 
own, and meet foreiguers in a more 
friondly aud rational spirit. At present 
foreign relations with China must needs 
be unreasonable, unjust. aud founded « 
the maxim that might is right, for the 
reason that the Chinese cannot be trusted 
to be reasonable or just, aud understand 
no argument sv well or so quickly as 
coercion. When they can show a reason- 
able spirit toward foreign nations, these 
will doubtless show « reasonable spirit to + 
them. But in viow of the series of past 
indignities and treacheries and present 
obstructions, it is tor China to take the

Jubilee Buildings. 

In calling attention to the needs of 
the Society ou a larger scale the Right 
Reverend Bishop Roots said that the 
great cure for discouragement was a 
review of history.

0 several packages of books were 
ven out to the students. Mr. Lo, 
@ man of about forty. received one, 
snd wax much impressed with the con: 


tents of the books. He was proviously 
prejudiced, having believed all the evil 
reports ourrent, and had never seon any 
of their literature. From that day ho 
became a seeker after truth, aud was now 
a thorough Christian, and a great hol 
to the work at Lotien. Such incidents 
could be multiplied. East aud wort euug 
the same glad song of fruitfuluess and 
joy. The ever-increasing demand indi- 
‘cated that the Society supplied what the 
the missionari 
supplied needed, th 
Word of Life prosented in such a manner 
that the scholar andthe cooliealike might 
read and find the Saviour of the world, 

‘The little vine had become a vi , 
and the produce bad increased immousely, 
till it had reached the immense sale of 
t ion five hundred thousand pub- 
lications. This growth demanded larger 
and suitable buildings, The Re- 
ligious Tract Sooiety of London had pro- 
mised the support of a suitable agent, 
for three years, when the Jubileo Build: 
ings had been secured. By the courtsoy 
of the China Inland Mission, Me. H. B. 
Stewart had been released from his 
‘engagement with the Mission, and had 
entered the Tract Society as its agent, 
It must bo stated, that all this work so 
far, had been done without paid 
European assistance. The work had 
become too great for volunteer labour. 
It must be remembered that the 
Society is really a emall missionary 
Society in itself. It employs eighty-six 
colporteura in the provinces of Hunan 
and Hupeh. They circulated 475,000 
copies of the books and tracts in 1904. 
Also 583 Bibles, 4.491 New Testaments, 
and 43,000 Gospels. These men had 
beou evangelists also, taking the light of 
the Word into the dark places of the 
earth, They had been instrumental in 
founding of churches, and in linking 
together the scattered assemblies of be- 
lievers in districts far away from any 
foreigu missionary. 

So far, out of a needed sum of Tis, 
20,000, about Tis. 4,500 bad been re- 
ceived. The Society was not in a de- 
cline, and was not going to perish, but 
because the God of Heaven had prospered 
the work, “therefore wo, His servants, 
will arise and build. Our faith is, He 
will provide the site and the building 
materials.” 
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Mr. Bonsey said, ** The meaning of Dr. 
John's name is ‘great Faith,’ and the 
motto of the “ociety of which Dr. Jobo 
President might we'l be ‘Great Faith.” 
Bishop Roots had reviewed the ee 
history of the Society, and he (Mr. 
Bonsey) had to review the future. He 
felt, however, that he had to say a word 
about the past.
